with the stubborn refusal of Pres. 
Wilson to accept adequate reserva- 
tions to the league of nations' cove- 
nant was manifested, by several dem- 
ocratic leaders in cloak room discus- 
sion today as the fight over the 
peace treaty with Germany entered 
upon its final stage. 


Fear that the president will be de- 


feated more disastrously than ap- 
pears likely is the basis of the demo- 
cratic irritation over the course. Mr. 
Wilson is pursuing. 
They perceive 


that the president's western trip has 
failed not only to overwhelm the op • 
position, but to malce a' single vote 
for the covenant, while democratic 
senators have been going over to the 
reservationists almost daily. . 


May Force "Amputation" 


The reception accorded Senator 


Johnson and other opposition sena- 
tors in the west also has been arous- 
ed apprehensions that the sentiment 
of the country is strongly adverse to 
the Wilson league. Unless the pres- 
ident speedily yields to a compro- 
mise, public sentiment, it is feared, 
may sanction the amputation of the 
covenant from the treaty. 
. One democratic leader described 
the situation in this manner: 


"First,1 we might have gotten the 


treaty through 
with 
'interpreta- 


tions.' 
But the president failed tj 


take advantage of the opportunity. 
Then we might have compromised 
with, the 'mild' reservationists and 
secured satisfactory terms. 
The 


president again failed to give the 
word. 
Now it begins to look as if 


we will have to accept virtually the 
Lodge program, and if something is 
not done" promptly the whole treaty 
may be rejected." 


No Final Vote for Month 


On motion of Senator Lodge,, the 


republican, leader, the' senate^ laid 
aside all other matters at 2 o'clock 
and voted to give its exclusive atten- 
tion to the peace treaty. Many vary- 
ing, predictions were made as -to trr; 
time likely to be consumed by the 
senate in •disposing of the treaty. 
The general opinion was that actual 
voting, on amendments would notba- 
gin before the end of next week',- and 
that the final-roll call would not be 
reached until Oct. 15 at, the earliest. 


The first test of strength will 


come on Senator Hiram 'Johnson's 
amendment "to equalize; American 
arid British voting power in •"• the 


league, but it probably will not be 
reached for ten days or more. 


Johnson Amendment in Doubt 
Senator Hitchcock was confident 


it would be voted down, with the aid 
of republican votes, but 
canvass 


showed some defections from the 
administration ranks on this amend, 
ment, and republican leaders thought 
it probably would win by a close 
margin. 


The. reservation 
program 
will 


come last. The lineup of the senate 
on the reservations' has become so 
clear cut that opposition leaders re- 
gard this issue as virtually settled. 


The revelations of William C. Bul- 


litt regarding Secretary of State 
Lansing's attitude toward the treaty 
continued to be the subject of much 
discussion among senators. 
It was 


noted that Mr. Lansing was making 
no denial of the statements attribut- 
ed to him.
